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DISAIXOWA^iCE OF ACTS. 

Copy of a Report of the Honourable 
tli e Executive Council, approved by 
His HBnour the Lieutenant-Govern- 
or on the ~6tli Novembor, 1883. 
The Committee of Council has had 
under consideration an order of his 
Excellency the Governor-General in 
Council, Jated the 12th of May, 1883, 
disallowing an Act of the Provincial 
Legislature intituled" An Act to consol- 
idate and amend the laws relating to 
gold and other jninerals, excepting 
sociated w^* April, 18JS2, and 
the Li "the Honourable the 
.rtater of Justice upon which such 
disallowance is based. 

The Committee has to express re- 
gret that in the matter of this disal- 
lowance the course prescribed in the 
order of liia Excellency the Governor- 
General in Council, dated the 9th day 
of June, 1868, (No.18 Sessional papers, 
18G9) was not followed. 

The memorandum then adopted for 
the regulation of principles and courses 
of procedure regulating disallowance, 
reads: "In deciding whether any Acts 
of a provincial legislature should be 
disallowed or sanctioned, the govern- 
ment must not only consider whether 
it affects the whole Dominion or not; 
but also, whether it be unconstitu- 
tional, whether it exceeds the jurisdic- 
tion conferred on local legislatures,and. 
in cases where the jurisdiction is con- 
current, whether it clashes with the 
jurisdiction of the General Parliament. 

As it is of importance that the 
course of local legislation should be in- 
terfered with as little us possible, and 
the power of disallowance exercised 
with great caution, and only in cases 
where the law and the general interests 
of the Dominion imperatively demand 
it, tho undersigned recommends that 
the following course be pursued: 

That on receipt by your Excellency 
of the Acts passed in any province, 
they be referred to .xhe Minister of 
Justice for report and that he with all 
convenient speed do report as te those 
Acts which he considers free from ob- 
jection of any kind and if such report 
be approved by your Excellency in 
Council, that such approval be forth- 
with communicated to the Provincial 
Government. That he make a separate 
report or separate reports on those Acts 
which he may consider: 

1. As buing altogether illegal or un- 
constitutional; 

2. As being illegal or unconstitu- 
tional in part; 

3. In cases of concurrent jurisdiction 
with the legislation of the General 
Parliament; 

4. Ah affecting the interests of the 
Dominion generally; 

And that in such report or reports 
lie gives his reasons for bin opinions. 

That where a measure is considered 
only partially defective, or where ob- 
jectionable, as being prejudicial to the 
general interests of the .Dominion, or as 
clashing with its legislation, communi- 
cation should be had with the provin- 
cial government with respect to such 
measure, and that in such case, the 
Act should not be disallowed if the 
general interests permit such a course, 
until tho local government has an op 
portunity of considering and discussing 
the objections taken, and the local 
legislature lias also an opportunity of 
remedying the defects found to exist." 

The Act in question was wholly and 
peremptorily disavowed on the 12th 
day of May, 1883, without any pre- 
vious intimation, and without giving 
the provincial legislature any oppor- 
of romoving the objectionable matter, 
one result being that a provincial Act 
lias been obliterated, most of the pro- 
visions of which arc undoubtedly con- 
stitutional. 

Another mischief arising from not 
following the above recited Order in 
Council is that an Act of the provin- 
cial legislature, passed in its last ses- 
sion, in amendment of the one disal- 
lowed, the provisions of which amend- 
ing Act, entirely foreign to the sub- 
ject matter of disallowance, were re- 
garded as highly essential in the in- 
terests of the mining community, has 
become nugatory. 

Turning to the subject matter of 
disallowance, the Committee obsorve 
that the power of appointing gold com- 
missioners by the Lieutenant-Governor 
in Council.' arid tho constitution of a 
Mining Court to be presided over by a 
Gold Commissioner, are in substance 
mere repetition of legislative enact- 
ment dated before the union of British 
Columbia with Canada, and that while 
the Act has been disallowed by reason 
of the re-enactment of these provisions, 
the original sections aro allowed to re- 
main unrepealed by Canada.- The ad- 
visability of the disallowance may 
therefore fairly be questioned. 

The tendency of provincial legislation 
has, however, been to merge tho mining 
court in the county court in those parts of 



the province where a county court ia held 
(British Columbia Statues No. 14, 1873, 
and sections 19 and 20 of the disallowed 
act); and tho committee, with a viow of 
furthering such legislation, is deairouB of 
the appointment of county court judges, 
as provided for in the county court act of 
1883. 

It is absolutely necessary to provide fur 
the determination of mining deputies, and 
sinco tho Dominion government lias taken 
the view that the appointment of jlldgos 
of the mining court should be made by 
the Dominion, tho committee urges the 
speedy appointment of county court 
judges under the county court act of 1883, 
so that tho mining court may be merged 
in the county court. \ 

In the meantime, nnd until the county 
court judges shall be appointed, tho er>m- 
mitee bog to oxpresB the opinion tint con- 
sistently with the churn on the part of the 
Dominion government to appoint the 
gold commissioners who preside iii the 
mining courts, the Dominion should pay 
them; and for tho.information of the Do- 
minion government, the committee states 
that the present number of such gold 
commissioners is four. 

The committee respectfully ad vide that 
a copy of this report, if approved, be 
transmitted to thejtlon. the .Secretary of 
State for Canada.

Certified copy of a Report of a Commit- 
tee of the honorable tho Privy Coun- 
cil, approved by LI is Excellency tho 
Governor-General in Council on the 
14th June, 1883. 
On a report dated 18th May, 1883, from 
the minister of railways and canals, sub- 
mitting that tho bill of the legislative as- 
sembly of the province of British Colum- 
bia, for the incorporation of a company 
to be called the "Columbia and Kootenay 
Railway and Transportation Cou'pany," 
tho object of which are set forth to bo the 
running and navigation of a line of steam- 
ers from a point on Kootenay River where 
the Southern Boundary line of British 
Columbia intersects the said river, and 
through and throughout the Kootenay 
Lake and its navigable tributaries, and of 
constructing nnd operating a line of rail- 
way from the outlet of Kootenay Lake to 
tho Columbia Jlivor, and of running a 
lino of stoamers nn said river from a point 
where it intersects the Southern Boun- 
dary line of British Columbia to tho head 
of navigation . Further, the said bill con- 
templates the grant of a subsidy in land 
by the provincial government in aid of 
the scheme. 

The minister further submits, that 
under dato the 28th of April last, a public 
meeting was hold in tho City Hall, Vic- 
toria, at which resolutions were adopted 
protesting against tho passage of tho bill 
incorporating this company, and urging 
that the asuent of his honor the lieuten- 
ant-governor should be withheld until 
the matter had bcon considered by tho 
government of the Dominion, and that 
tho objection urgud in tho said resolutions 
a copy of which has been transmitted to 
Ottawa, state that the bill would give tho 
company tho control of the trade of the 
most valuable portions of tho province, 
that it ia unfair to the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company, that tho local govern- 
ment is without definite information as 
to tho value and charactor of the land 
proponed to be given, that a mischievous 
monopoly would be established, that it 
would deprive tho mining and agricul- 
tural classes of rights defined by the law 
of tho province, that it would convey to 
the Americans 750,000 acres of the bout 
land in tho pro\ ince free of taxes, and 
finally, that a great majority of the peo- 
ple of the province are opposed to the act . 
The minister represents that the chief 
engineer of railways, in a report dated the 
10th inst., has expressed himself as fully 
concurring in the views put forward in 
tho said resolutions and has stated it as 
his opinion that the granting of tho pow- 
ers and privileges and of the tracts of 
land applied for would be most injudici- 
ous. 

Ho draws attention to the fact that the 
company consists almost wholly of Ameri- 
can capitalists, and observes that not- 
withstanding the representations made 
that the proposed railway will connect by 
Bteamer with tho Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, and thus bring traffic to that road 
and to the Canadian seaboard, provision 
is made for communication with tho 
Sou thorn Boundary and that the road 
under consideration would lie in all pro- 
bability eventually become a feeder to tho 
Northern Pacific Railway, 

That meanwhile, the scheme, if carried 
out, would inflict injustice on our own 
people by placing tho furnishing of sup- 
plies to the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
while under construction, wholly m the 
hands of American traders and farmers, 
who would thus obtain a control of the 
trade of the South-eastern portion of the 
provinco which it would be hard to re- 
cover from them . 

Tho chief engineer therefore considers 
that the carrying out of tho scheme would 
entail consequences prejudicial to the 
interests of tho people of British Colum- 
bia, the oxtont of which it is at present 
impossible to estimate, 

Tho minister desires to express his en- 
tiro concurrence in the view of this mat- 
ter taken by the' chief engineer as above 
stated, and to submit the question fur- 
consideration. 

Tho conimittco recommends that ad- 
vantage be taken of the intended visit of 
Sir Alexander Campbell to British Colum- 
bia, to authorize him to make full enquiry 
into this subject, to confer with tho gov- 
ernment of the province, and to report 
thereon with all convenient speed.

Copy of a Report of a Committee of the 
Honorable the Executive Council, ap- 
proved by His Honor the Lieutenant 
Governor on the 28th .July, 18S3. 
Tho committee of council have under 
consideration a report of a committee of 
tho honorable the privy council of Can- 
ada, approved by his excellency the gov- 
ernor general on the 14th day of June, 
1883, relative to an act of. the provincial 
legislature, intituled "An Act to Incor- 
porate tho Columbia and Kootenay Rail- 
way end Transportation Company." 
In this report it is to be obsened that 



tho honorable minister of railways ex- 
presses his entire concurrence in the view 
of tho matter taken by the chief engineer; 
that the view of tho matter takon by the 
chief engineer ib to tho ofl'ect following: — 
Ho endorses tho principles put forward in 
certain resolutions passed at a public 
meeting held in the city of Victoria, nnd 
has stated it as his opinion, that the 
granting of the powers and privileges and 
of the tracts of land applied for would bo 
most injudicious. Tho resolutions are 
reforred to as protesting against tho pas- 
sagu of the bill tind urging that the as- 
sent of his honour tho lieutenant gover- 
nor should bo withheld until the matter 
has been considered by the government 
of the Dominion; that the bill would give 
tho company the control of tho trade of 
the most valuable portions of the pro- 
vinco; that it is unfair to the Canada Pa- 
cific Railway Company; that the local gov- 
ernment is without definite information 
as to the value and character of the lands 
proposed to bo given; that a mischievous 
monopoly would bo established; that it 
would deprive the mining and agricultural 
classes of rights defined by tho laws of tho 
province; that it would convey to throe 
Americans 750,000 acres of tho best land 
in the provinco free of taxes; and finally, 
thai a great majority of the people of the 
province are opjTosed to the act. 

The committee do not propose to deal 
with these resolutions further than by 
saying that they are incorrect in tact and 
erroneous in conclusion, but they desire 
to express tho greatest surprise and regret 
that the statement of a public meeting, of 
the origin, character, and object of which 
tho Dominion government knows noth- 
ing, should be accepted by the minister 
of railways and the Dominion govern- 
ment in. preference to deliberate conclu- 
sions of the recognized and constitutional 
exponent of the people — the legislative 
assembly. 

Tho viows urged in the resolutions wore 
calmly and deliberately debated for sovoi al 
days in that assembly ; a large majority of 
that House— amongst whom were the lead- 
ers of the opposition and the mainland 
members — dissented from thoso views.and 
after a sovore revision of the bill, passed 
it, as being calculated to develop a large 
country, which, without being opened up, 
would remain — as it ever has been — a 
mere wilderness. 

It must lie conceded that if tho mea- 
sures passed by the Constitutional gov- 
ernment of the province, and within their 
undoubted legislative powers; are to be 
dtssonted from by tho Dominion govern- 
ment on the authorityof an irresponsible 
meeting, it will bo usoloss hereafter to 
return representatives at tho polls, and 
tho provincial legislature may as well ad- 
journ sine dio. 

The committee cannot refrain from ob- 
serving that oinoo j,|»o union of tKi« ».»,- 

ince with Canada, no document has 
passed from one government to another 
more calculated to destroy tho harmon- 
ious feelings which should nt all times 
exist bctweon tho provinco and the Do- 
minion than tho document now under con- 
sideration. 

It is a direct reflection on tho people of 
this province and their representatives, 
and without doubt — whatever may be the 
fate of the bill-— will so bo regarded by all 
classes. 

Tho Cummittoo of the Honorable tho 
Privy Council of Canada has reviewed an 
not of tho legislature of British Columbia 
in a manner and upon grounds not in any 
way within its province. 

The provisions of the British North 
America Act have been disregarded, and the 
legislative authority constitutionally con- 
ferred upon British Columbia as a prov- 
ince, by that statute, has been entirely 
ignored. 

It will bo looked upon as unothor illus- 
tration of a disposition on the part of tho 
Federal government (imputed already by 
many) to chock the material progress of 
this province, and to so deal with British 
Columbia as if between the Dominion and 
tho province the relation of guardian and 
ward alone existed. 

Tho committee 6nd if impracticable to 
discuss with tho Dominion government 
tho merits of the Act, when its considera- 
tion is approached by a report so cidculat 
ed to exasperate and humiliate the prov- 
ince, 

They will, however, bo prepared, at the 
proper time, to urge, and at all tunes to 
maintain, that tho act is one which the 
province has undoubted right to pass; and 
they do not in tho meantime feel called 
upon to discuss or justify tho action of 
the legislature of the province in enacting 
a measure which was so clearly within its 
legislative control, 

The committee advise that a copy of 
this minute bo forwarded to the Honora- 
ble the Secretary of State for Canada.

The Secretary of State for Canada to His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor. 

Ottawa, 2nd Nov., 1883. 
SlR, — I have honor to state for tho in- 
formation of your government, that His 
Excellency the Governor-Genoral has had 
under consideration in council tho act 
(chap. 25) passed at the last session of tho 
legislature of British Columbia, intituled 
"An Act to incorporate tho Columbia and 
Kootenay Railway and Transportation 
Company," with reference to which 1 
would observe that tl»6 objects which this 
company have in view, and tho powers 
given to them which are material to the 
consideration of the act, are defined in the 
9th, 10th and 12th sections of the act. 
Thoso sections are us follows: — 
Section 9. "The company shall acquire, 
build, equip and maintain a line ofsteam- 
;w and other vessels, for the purpose of 
Osrrying freight and passengers to and fro 
from that point on Kootenay river where 
tho southern boundary lino of British 
Columbia intersects the said river, thonce 
down the said river and Kootenay lake, 
and through and throughout said lake and 
its navigable tributaries." 

10. "The company shall lay out, con- 
struct, acquire, buildj equip, maintain 
and work a continuous line of railway 
from the outlet of Kootenay lake, through 
the Selkirk range of mountains to a point 
on the Columbia river as near as practica- 
ble to the junction of the Kootenay with 
the Columbia river in British Columbia, 
nnd such railway shall be built either up- 
on tho broad or narrow gunge, and be 
known aa 'the Columbia and Kootenay 
Railway.' " 



12. "Tho company shall acquire, build, 
equip, maintain, run and navigate a lino 
of steamers, suitable fur- passengers and 
freight t radio, and other vessels, upon the 
Columbia river to and fro, from the point 
on the Columbia river where the Colum- 
bia and Kootenay railway from Kootenay 
lake terminates, to the point on the west 
bank of tho Columbia river where the 
Canadian Pacific railway shall strike the 
said river and cross the same near the 
Eagle pass — or in thu event of tho Cana- 
dian Pacific railway not crossing tho Col- 
umbia river to the point where a wagon 
road or railway from Shuswap lake to the 
Columbia river may terminate therein." 
Certain objections having been taken in 
British Columbia to tho undertaking' 
which-is tho subject matter of tho act, 
the Honorable the minister of Justice 
was, by an order of the Governor-General 
in Council of the 14th June last, authoris- 
ed to make enquiry into the subject 
during his then approaching visit to Brit- 
ish Columbia, and to confer with the 
govei-nment of that province, nnd report 
on the matter with all convenient speed. 

In accordance with the terms of such 
order in council, careful consideration 
was given by the Minister of Justice, not 
only to the statements made in favor of 
the undertaking by the promoters and 
those friendly to it, but also to thu state- 
ments of those opposed to the undertak- 
ing, that its completion would tend to 
divert the trade of British Columbia to 
tho diked States 

1 may now state that, so far as the con- 
struction of the proposed line of railway 
is concerned, no exception can be taken 
to tho undertaking in itself, or to the 
power of the legislature to give tho com- 
pany authority for its completion — tho 
railway being wholly within the province, 
and not touching any point within fifteen 
miles of the boundary between tho prov- 
ince and tho United States. 

But in regard to the power given to the 
company to establish a line of steamships, 
two questions have arisen for considera- 
tion: — , 

(L.) Will the company by means of tho 
line of steamships divert trade from Cana- 
dian railways and territory to United 
dates railways and territory ? and 

(2.) Does tho act authorize tho com- 
pany to establish a line of steamships 
between t'he province of British Colum- 
bia and a foreign country / With regard 
to this phase of tho question, your gov- 
ernment having expressed their willing- 
ness to ask tho legislature to amend the 
act so as to make it clear that tho com- 
pany has not been granted power to estab- 
lish a line of ships between tho province 
and tho United Slates, I would request 
they be invited to ask the legislature to 
amend the act in question, by providing 
that nothing therein containod shall au- 

steamships between tho province of Brit- 
ish Columbia and any British or foreign 
country, ponding which action on tho part 
of tho legislature of British Columbia 
further action on the part of this govern- 
ment will be deferred.

Depaiitmisnt of Justice, 
Ottawa, Sept, 26th, 1883. 
To His Excellency the Governor-Genoral 
in Council: 

Tho undersigned bogs leave to report 
that ho has bad under consideration the 
following acts passed by tho legislature of 
the provinco of British Columbia, namely 
— 10, Vie., 1883,chap.20, an act intituled 
"An act to incorporate the Eraser River 
Railway Company," and chap. 20. intitu- 
lud"An act to incorporate tho New West- 
minster Southern Railway Company." 

The 9th section of tho act incorporating 
the Eraser River Railway Company is as 
follows : 

"il. The company may lay out, con- 
struct, acquire, equip, maintain and work 
a continuous lino of railway with double 
or single track of iron or steel, and uni- 
form guago of four feet eight and one- 
half inches, from the 40th parallel north 
latitude, at a point between Somiahmoo 
Bay and tho eastern line of township 22, 
New Westminster district, to some point 
on the Canadian Pacific Railway between 
tho eastern line of township 27, New 
Westminster district, and the western 
terminus of tho Canadian Pacific Railway 
and from that point, or some point west 
of thatpointon the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, to the city of New Westminster." 

The 10th section of the act incorporat- 
ing thu New Westminster Southern Rail- 
way Company is as follows: 

"10. Tim company and their agents or 
servants shall have full power under this 
act to construct a railway with double or 
single tracks of four feet eight and one- 
half inches gauge from some point near 
the 40th parallel of north latitude between 
Semialunoo Bay and township 16, in the 
district of New Westminster to the city 
of New Westminster, and to some point 
on Burrard Inlot, and to construct all 
necessary bridges over rivers crossing tho 
said line between the above points, but so 
as not to impede navigation." 

By reference to tho report of the chief 
engineer of government railways, dated 
June 2nd, 1S83, with maps A and B an- 
noxod to this report, tho area within which 
the companies may construct railways 
will bo seen. Each company is given pow- 
er to construct a railway from the bound- 
ary of tho province to points within the 



province. It is possible that the under- 
takings come within exception (a) of tho 
10th paragraph of the 92nd section of 
"The British North America Act, 1807," 
by which local works and undertakings of 
the following class, namely — "Lines of 
steam and other ships, railways, canals, 
telegraph and other works and undertak- 
ings connecting the provinco with any 
other or others of the provinces, or "ex- 
tending beyond tho limits of tho pro- 
vince," are declared not to be within the 
legislative authority of the legislatures of 
the provinces. 

However, it is unnecessary to consider 
whether these acts aro or are not within 
the legislative authority of the province 
of British Columbia for it is clear from 
them that tho objects which the corpora 
tions have in view are contrary to the leg- 
islation of parliament and to the settled 
policy of the country. There can be no 
doubt that in case these railways are con- 
structed they will divert trade from Can- 
ada to the United States, ami from tno 
Canadian system of railways to the Unit- 
ed ,Stutes system of railways. 

Tho policy of tho government in this 
behalf confirmed by parliament was given 
expression to in the following clause of 
the contract between the government of 
Canada and the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company, dated October 21st, 1880: 
"15. For twenty years from the date 
thereof no lino of railway shall be author- 
ized by the Dominion parliament to bo 
constructed south of the Canadian Pacific 
railway from any point at or near the 
Canadian Pacific railway, except such line 
as shall run southwest or to the westward 
of southwest; nor to within fifteen miles 
of latitude 49. And in the establishment 
of any new province in the northwest 
territories provision shall bo made 
for continuing such prohibition after such 
establishment till the expiration of the 
said period." 

For these reasons which the under- 
signed has had occasion previously to state 
more fully than it is now necessary to do, 
ho respectfully recommends that the said 
acts, chap. 20, "An act to incorporate the j 
Frasor River Railway Company," and 
chap 27 "An act to incorporate the I 
New Westminster Southern Railway j 
Company," bo disallowed.

SlR, — A lotter frem the secretary of 
state under cover No. 31,003, containing 
copies of three railway acts passed by tho 
local legislature of British Columbia hav- 
ing been referred to me I have the honor 
to report. 

The acts referred to are as follows : — 
f. ino r raser luvor KHilway Company. 

2. The Columbia and Kootenay River 
Railway and Transportation Company. 

3. Tho Now Westminster Southern 
Railway Company, «K T o. 5, has already 
been reported upon by mo, a copy of which 
report 1 now attach. 

No. 1. Tho tinted portion on the map 
attached markod A, shows tho area within 
which tho Eraser River Railway may be 
constructed under the charter, starting 
from a'ny point on the international 
boundary to any point on tho Canadian 
Pacific railway within tho limits so color- 
ed. It also allows a lino to be constructed 
from tho terminus of the Canadian Pacific 
to Now Westminster. 

No. 2. The tinted portion on the map 
attached marked B shows tho area within 
which the Now Westminster Southern 
railway may bo constructed under their 
charter, starting from any point on the 
international boundary, within tho limits 
so colored, to New Westminster, and 
from New Westminster to any point on 
Burrard Inlot. 

(Maps A and B here referred to are 
filed in the lieutenant-governor's oflico.) 

Both those railways starting from the 
international boundary appear not to be 
in accordance with tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway Act, 44 Vic, eh. 1. , ol. 15. They 
also appear to come within the exceptions 
containod in the 10th paragraph of the 
92th section of the British North Ameri- 
ca Act, inasmuch as both run to the 
United States boundary from whence u 
connection with the Northorn Pacific or 
other lines, although not now oxisting, 
could very speodily be effected. 

With such connections theso lines 
might be detrimental to Canadian inter- 
ests by diverting traffic from tho Cana- 
dian Pacific railway and from Canadian 
ports to those of the United States. 

To those portions of the charters by 
which New Westminster is connected 
with Port Moody or any othor point on 
Burrard Inlet I can see no objection.

A SENSATIONAL FALSEHOOD— 
$130,000 NOT BUltRO WED— THE 
ANNUAL SUBSIDIES ARE 
NOT PLEDGED. 

The Standard is at its old game. Being 
unable to find legitimate or tenable ground 
upon which to attack tho government, it 
coolly utters a falsehood and proceeds to 
.assail tho ministry for what has no exis- 
tence outaide of the depraved and mud- 
dled brain of its $U0 a month editor. In 
yesterday's issue it iB represented that tho 
premier stated in tho house that "Uio 
$130,000 advanced by tho Dominion to 
the province in October last was charged 
to the debt of the province, and that tho 
annual subsidies are pledged as security" 
A more barefaced untruth could not have 
boon uttored. Not only did tho premier 
not make any such statement, but what 
will be even worao for tho Standard no ono 
could in truth make it. Tho payment 
was made under the settlement agree- 
ment. It is not an advance by tho Do- 
minion to the province in any sense of 
the word, and it it not charged against 
the debt of tho province. If the Stand- 
ard editor has intelligence enough to un- 
derstand tho moaning of the language of 
an act of parliament — which, by tho way, 
we very much doubt — ho will tind by re- 
ferring to the Settlement Act that in ad- 
dition to the §250,000 to be refunded to 
the province as dry dock expenditure to 
27th Juno, 1882, there is to be paid 
whatever amount had been expended 
on dry dock account, whether 
for work or material, from tho date of 
tho taking over of tho work by tho late 
government to the date of (he passing of 
tho act, which was on the 13th May last. 
The Dominion government have simply 
carried out tho spirit of their agreement 
under the act in paying over tho §120,- 
000, the only variation from tho literal 
reading of tho act being that instead of 
paying tho amount expended from the 
27th June, 1882, to 13th May they havo 
paid tho amount from the former date to 
tho time tho dock wa3 taken over by 
the Dominion government in Sept. last. 
What tho premier did say in tho house 
in answer to Mr. Heaven's query— What 
would be the result supposing tho Settle- 
ment Bill should not pass / — was that 
owing to the infamous act of 1870, by 
which shiickles hud beon placed on tho 
province in regard to tho dock, the work 
would bo carried out by the Dominion

TIME'S BACKSOMERSAULT. 

A GREAT DAY FOR IIAXDS 
OX CLOCKS A»I> WATCHES. 

The Extraordinary Conduct of 
the City Hall Timepiece— The 
Seventy-Fifth Meridian 
Safely Crossed. 

(New York Morning Journal.) 

The seventy-fifth meridian, a hitherto 
obscure and little known geographical 
line, at noon yesterday was suddenly 
thrust into worldwide fame. Chronos, 
with his wife and ehildren,climbed the 
tower of tho Western Union building 
at three-quarters past 11 o'clock. They 
w«nt up to seethe time ball fall at tho 
new hour which he had invented. 
When the sun approached the plane of 
tho seventy-fifth meridian a professor 
*t Columbia Collage was Btwrtled to see 
him pause for a moment ns if uncertain 
whether to cross it. The suspenso of 
the people in the tower was intense. 
The sun fought with his objections for 
a few moments. Then ho cleared the 
meridian as a schoolboy would jump 
ovtr a stile or a banter would cover a 
hedge. The time ball on the Western 
Union building fell. Time has gone 
buck four minutes. The sun was where 
he stood four minutes before he reached 
the meridain, .Many illsatisfierl people 
had a chance tc live a brief part of their 
lives over again- History became brief- 
er. The earth grew fresher. Fifteen 
hundred thousand people or, Manhat- 
tan Island were made younger. No 
wonder the watchers on the tower 
cheered ! 

Around the Western Union build- 
ing stood little knots of men, with their 
watches in their bands, waiting for tho 
ball to drop. When it fell the clocks in 
Trinity, St. Paul's and St. John's 
Churches, the Post Office, tho Produce 
Exchange and the Equitable building; 
at Tiffany's, at Benedict's and at all the 
well-known places in the city, were 
turned back. At the same .time a little 
mite was seen travelling across the face 
of the Tribune clock, looking like a nmn 
on. the surface of tho moon. It took hold 
of the twelve-foot minute hand of tlio 
Tribune clock and pulled it back eight 
feet,tO where it had been four minutes 
before. The clock on the City Hall was 
not changed at noon. The Aldemen re- 
lied on their resolution to change the 
time without any other aid. The City 
Hall clock and the Tribune clock kept 
giving each other the lie across the City 
Hall Park until about 3 o'clock when 
the unseemly conduct of the two clocks 
waa stopped by turning back the one at 
the City Hall. 

What changes took place! New born- 
babies, gasping for the first breath of 
life, died in their nurses' arms,«ninus 
two minutes old.

The rainfall at Ladder's Landing last 
month was 9.72 inches and there were 
seven inches of snow.

Arrival of II. HI. S. Heroine. 

H. M. S. Heroine, which sailed for 
Metlahkahtla on the 13th ultimo, with Dr. 
Powell, Indian Commissioner, and J. 
\Y. McKay, the nowly appointed Indian 
Agent for the northwest coast, returned 
to Esquimalt on Friday night with the 
first named gentleman on board. Tho 
Heroino called at Allert Bay and Fort 
Rupert on her way up and left Metlah- 
kahtla on Sunday morning last, returning 
outside by the wost coast of Vancouver. 
Very rough, thick and disagreeable weath- 
er was experienced throughout the cruise, 
and at Metlahkahtla there was snow and 
twenty-two decrees of frost. Dr. Powell 
and Mr. McKay were engaged daily in in- 
vestigating tho sorious difficulties which 
prevailed at Motlahkahtla and though 
these remain, for tho present, unsettled 
and in an unsatisfactory condition, suf- 
ficient evidence and data have been ob- 
tained to enable tho government to adopt 
means for sotting disturbing matters in 
that region permanently at rest. Dr. 
Powell speaks in the highest terms of tho 
kindnesa and courtesy of the officers of H. 
M. S. Heroine, and particularly of her 
able commaudor, Capt. Blaekburne, who 
was unremitting in his desire to make tho 
objects of the visit to Metlahkahtla suc- 
cessful. The steam schooner Barbara 
Boscowitz was mot going up to Metlah- 
kahtla as tho Heroino steamed out. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

II. M. S. Heroine left Yictoria on Nov. 
llith for .Metlahkahtla with Dr. Powell, 
Indian Commissioner, and Mr. McKay, 
tho newly appointed agent. The Heroine 
after touching at Oyster Bay. Duncan 
Bay, Alert Bay, Beaver Harbor, Safety 
Bay, Kynumpl Bay, Carter Bay and Lowe 
Inlet, duly arrived at Metlahkahtla on 
November 22nd. Here tho visitors re- 
ceived a cold reception, being entertained 
by a heavy snow storm and the thermom- 
eter 21" below freezing. So far aa could 
be learnt the dispute between the Indians 
of Bishop Ridley and Mr. Duncan still 
remained in the same unsettled state. 
The Indians of Mr. Duncan's party turn- 
out armed on the arrival of the Heroine 
and remained in the bush till 2 a.m., un- 
der the impression that she had come to 
"razee" the village, but finding that her 
errand was one of peace,. they soon came 
off in numbers to do a brisk buinesa in von- 
boii, wild fowl, skins, etc. Some of tho 
officers who triod their prowess hero 
found very little sport and only bagged a 
tow wild fowl and saw no doer. As it 
was evident mutters could not be brought 
to a successful solution, it was determined 
tho Heroino should sail on the 1st inst., 
but on account of a S. E. gale sotting in 
sho wua compelled to remain till the fol- 
lowing day, Mr. McKay going to Fort 
Simpson and Dr. Powell returning with 
the vessel. Tho voyage, however, proved 
a very disagreeable one, from fogs, squalls 
and general boisterous weather, until 
Cape Flattery light was sighted, when tho 
speed was increased to il knots and tho 
vessel finally anchored m Royal Roads at 
10:30 p. m., her arrival being an- 
nounced by a steam syren, tho ship's, 
company duly appreciating tho fact that 
they were to spend Christmas at Esqui- 
malt. 

If the mission was not successful, it was 
at least respectably conducted and we 
were uot put to tho humiliation of borrow- 
ing a gunboat from our obliging neigh- 
bors and puzzling the Indians with tho stars 
Stripes in British waters, as the late gov- 
ernment wore.

Xuiisiiiiio Assizes. 

In his address to tho Nanaimo grand 
jury Mr. Justice Gray mado lengthy and 
very able remarks on the recent strike. 
He ahowded how immensly superior the 
condition of the B. C. minor is to that 
of his English brother. II is lordship said 
he was informed that many of tho strik- 
ers came from tho United States, where 
a criminal has fifty chances of escape — 
trial after trial, hearing after hearing, 
aontence after sentence, until tho offence 
is almost forgotten and, ten to one, an ac- 
cident occurs and the prison door ia loft 
open, or that a political governor steps in 
and pardons. Hero thore is but ono — 
proof of innocence— quick, sharp and 
short, and when tho sentence ia passed 
the manaclo is close. If these men will 
come to our country und obey our laws 
thoy are most welcome; but thoy may de- 
pend upon it, if they come hero to aid 
strikes thoy will find the striker struck. 
His lordship pointed out tho relations of 
capital and labor and showed that both 
had a duty to perform. In conclusion re- 
ference was mado to the condition of tho 
east coast steamer. The grand jury threw 
out. tho bills against the men who were 
churned with assaulting Docker and found 
true bills against C. B. Foster for stealing 
a boat and Charles Stewart for stealing a 
watch. Foster pleaded guilty and got 
ihroe years, and Stewart, on conviction, 
got two years and six months. Tho grand 
jury presented the steamer W. (!. Hunt 
for insufficient closet accommodation.

The mob 
seemed to think that General Pang had 
arrived to drite out the foroigners, and 
thoy wanted to assist.

Madrid, Dec 8.— A secret agreement 
has been concluded between Germany and 
Spain against revolutionary eventualities.

EASTERN STATES. 
Chicago, Dec. 3. — The Citizen, whose 
editor ia Jonh Finnerty, momber of con- 
gross, contains a loading oditorial on tho 
conviction of O'Donnell, delaring as the 
result of I he trial that the party of vio- 
lence will honcoforth bo supreme in Irish 
politics. It says O'Donnoll's killing of 
Carey was tho boldest of avengoment of 
history, and most honorable, and his 
conviction by the usual English hanging 
jury and an inevitably partisan English 
judge has put an end forever in the Irish 
mind to all hope of justice from English- 
men. It declares it will never again raiso 
a cent to defend any Irishman in a British 
court of law, and never contributo or ad- 
vocate tho contribution of any moro 
money unless it bo for tho purpose of 
striking terror into the demon heart of 
the overgrown dastard that hesitates at 
no crime to maintain power and that 
nevev fails to whine abjectly when forces 
superior to his own are applied to make 
him quail.
